There were few races that 
Huron Township played a role 
in the final outcome. Ordinari- 
ly Huron Township — because 
of its low population and aver- 
age turnout — does not play 
any role, but this year it was a 
little different. 

The race most affected by 
Huron’s results were the votes 
cast in the 34th District Judge 
race. Norm Kohlstrand who is 
a resident of Huron Township 
had hoped that he would do 
well enough in Huron to offset 
Brian Oakley’s expected large 
vote in his hometown of 
Romulus. Then by splitting or 
taking Van Buren Township, 


the City of Belleville and 
Township of Sumpter he 
would be able to claim victory. 

However, Kohlstrand barely 
took Huron Township with a 
vote total of 1,473 (51-per- 
cent) to Oakley’s 1,424 (49- 
percent). Coupled with the 
large vote for Oakley in the 
other communities the vote 
total was clearly in the 
Oakley’s favor. The final tally 
was Oakley 9,294, Kohlstrand 
5,683. 

In another race that Huron 
Township may have played a 
part in was the race for the 
11th district for the Wayne 
County Board of Commission- 
ers. Bruce Patterson had cho- 
sen not to run for re-election 
and decided instead to run for
